Is Explained 


The Incentive payment of $30 
per acre on peanuts will be made 
oi.ly to those Texas farmers who 
dig In ercess of 90 percent of 
their peanut goal. B. F Vance. 
Chairm an. 
Texas 
US DA 
W ar 
Board. announced this week. 
For th at reason, he explained, 
farm ers who plan to hog-off pea­ 
nuts m ust plant over 110 percent 
of their farm goals for this pur­ 
pose to earn maximum incentive 
payments- Each acre of dug pea­ 
nuts between 90 and 110 percent 
of the goal will earn the $30 pay­ 
ment. 


Incentive payments will not be 
made on farm goals of less than 
three acres, the chairman said 
but added that farms without 
peanut goals, or farms with goals 
less than three acres would be 
eligible for the $30 per acre pay­ 
ment if more than 3,7 acres were 
dug. In such cases, payments will 
be computed as If the farm had 
a three acre goal. 
At the same time the incentive 
payment was clarified, announce­ 
ment was made th at the $1.10 per 
ton AAA payment, which already 
had been established would tie 
eliminated under this year’s pro­
